V/faat are Trees Mado of. 

If wo wore lo lako up a Imudi'ul of soil 
and examiuo it under llio inicroscopo, wo 
should probably find ii lo contain a num- 
ber of I'r&gmonla of wood, small broken 
pieces of brnuchcj or loaves, or olher 
pans of ilia Ireo. If wo cuuld examine 
it chemically, we should find yet moro 
strikingly that ii was nearly the same as 
wood in its composition. Perhaps, then, 
it niiy be eaid, tho young plant obtain ) 
its wood*from the earth iu which it grows. 
Tho following experiment will show 
whether ihis conjecture is correct or not. 
Two hundred pounds ot'oarth worodricd 
in ail oven, and afterwards put into a 
large earthen vessel ; tho earth was then 
moistened with rnm-wator, and a willow 
trco weighing (Ho pounds was planted 
therein. During tho spuce of five year* 
the earth was carefully watered with rain 
water. The willow grew and flourished, 
and to prevent I lie earth from boing 
mixed wiih fresh earlh, boing blown upon 
it by wind*, it was covered wild a inelol 
pinto full of very minute holes, which 
would exclude everything but air from 
getting access to tho earth below it. — 
After growing in iho earth for live) cars, 
Llio tree was romoved. and on being 
weighed was found to havo gained one 
hundred and sixly-four pounds. Arid 
this esiimalo did not includo tho weighi 
of the leaves or dead branches which in 
five years (ell from tho tree. 

Now cauio tho application of the lest. 
Was all this obtained from (ho carih f 
It had not eoiisibly diminished : but iu 
order lo rnako the experiment 'condu- 
cive, it wan again dried in en oven ni.d 
put in tho bolbiicc. Astonishing wm iho 
result — tho ©orih woighed only l\t>i oun- 
ces less ihnu it did when tho willow was 
first planted in it! yol tho trea hud gain- 
ed o«e hundrctl and ttxtV'/oHr itotttuli. — 
Manifestly, then, the wood thus gained 
iu tho apuco of timo was not ob'.niucd 
from tho earth ; wo aro theroforo obliged 
to repent our question, '* wlioro doc* Ihe 
wofvJcoino from 1" Wo aro lefl with on- 
ly two ollurnotivctr, the water with which 



lions of tho East, ami recalls to him (ho 
potter* of the beauty whicli eoftcned her 
love's long term of servitude and exile, 
and ho blesses Ihe uiemory of that tender 
aod faith. ul companion whose affections 
often soothed the manifold earcs and sor- 
rows of tho patriarch. 

Tho Turks have decorated with much 
splendor tbe burial places of most of the 
personages of tho old Testament. A 
mosque riies over tho tombs of David and 
Solomon. Another vast antique temple 
covers the grotto of Macphcla and Heb- 
ron, and Iho neighborhood is wholly in- 
violablcground. ThcgroUo, nliose gtoony 
cnlranco is alouo perceptible, is in the cen- 
tre of tho building, into which nono but 
true believers are admitted. Within tho 
last two hundred years, but twoKuropcaes 
are known to have succeeded iu oblatn- 
in£ entrance, by corrupting the guard?, 

and that not without running the great- 
est danger. The last was au Italian 
Count, who, by means of large bribes, ob- 
tained permission to enter Iho mOMiie. 
Tho valley wherein is situated tho Heb- 
ron of the anoicuts, is oftcu (ravelled by 
pilgrims and levellers, but the penalty of 
death denounced agaiust every Christian 
who shall dare lo enter the mosque, is 
sufficient to repress the curiosity Ihe 
name of the place exelles. The grotto, 
wo aro told by (ho Turks is spacious, cut 
out of the solid rook, aod the burinl places 
of the ancient patriarchs arc yet visible in 
U. But (be tribute of reverence paid by 
Ibe followers of Mahomet lo Ihe tomb of 
Kachel produces a far deeper impression 
than the sight of inarblo pillars aud cost- 
ly ceilings. Their eager desiro to be 
buried near her remains is especially re- 
markable. The environs of her humble 
mausoleum are covereu with Mussulman 
tombs. It is not merely for her greatness, 
purity or sanctity that Iho Turks honor 
Itachcl, but rather for her domestio vir- 
tues. She was a devoted wife, a tender 
parent, the mother of a war-people — such 
aro her titles to Ihe respecU of the Ma* 
homed^ns. Should a Jew appear when a 
funeral procession was slowly crossing Ihe 
plain .of ltephidim, moving towards the 
sepulchre boar jug the remains of some be- 
loved object to rest in (his hallowed place, 
he would be driven away with blows and 
curves by tho very worshippers that are 
kneeling reverently by (he (omb of one of 
his ancestors — so fallen is that unhappy 
people, who cannot even approach the 
places filled with Ihe renown of their form- 
er greatness.— Travels in the Holy I/and.

between the thumb and linger and pre.M 
it ou(. If aoy milk Isacen, it is not ready 
to cut. As Won ns tho kernals contain 
no milk, is the timo to cut. Tho circula- 
tion of tho juices in (ho berry has then 
ceased, and it oan obtaiu nothing more 
from tho soil; 

Tho aamo test will apply lo barley.— 
Tho general rule is to cut as "soon as the 
reddish color of (ho car has disappeared. 
iMalstcra rather prefer barloy (hat was not 
out till fully ripo. 

Oats, if a good, heavy earoplo is desir- 
ed, should bo allowed to get- rather ripo, 
— oven till n few of tbo oats shell out in 
harvesting. But if intended to bo usod 
on tho farm, especially if they aro (0 bo 
cut up ond fed straw and all lo horcca, 
thoy nhould bo cut rather green. Itf this 
case, what tho oats loso will bo found in 
tiio Btraw.

paces rounu* Ihe base. Hermit is 320 feet 
in height. One of the trees cut down* I 
lounil to be 32 (vet over the slump, end 
more than 40 paces around. These trees 
are more curious Iu me Ibau anything I 
have si-iu in this truly slraogu land.^— 
Some of ilese tree* were largo before 
Christ appeared on earth ! Some of thein 
nre estimated to be ihouKtnc's of years old I 
Wha( a lale they could tell, if they had 
tongues ! 

I was fortunate enough lo see a grizzly 
bear near the Bifc Treo vtll.tge. Ho 
crossed the road before us at a few yard* 
Uislauce, and was as big as a hvo year Old 
slecr. Thu slagc driter, said he bad been 
over the same road for years without meet- 
ing oiio of Iho ugly fellows. W f e had no 
objection t» his going olT up tho mountain 
Mile, and he seemed in no great hurry 
either.

Most cordially do wo joiu the whole coun- 
try in crying Snamo on the people of To- 
ronto for their ingratitude in rejecting a 
man who shed such a lustre on their city.

President Lincoln's Message. 

If wc may judge of public feeling and 
sentiment by the tone of tho press, Presi- 
dent Lincoln's Message appears to give 
almost universal satisfaction throughout 
the Northern States. The principles of 
action and the portion assumed uilh re- 
gard lo Ihe cause and issues of tho cifsl 
war, now distracting the Republic, meet 
a hearty response and cordial approval. — 
Re sets it down emphatically thai he will 
listen lo no compromise with the rebellous 
StalM, and will seek no other terms of 
cessation of hostilities, but complete and 
entire submis-ion. Tho constitution, he 
argues, mutt either bo maintained or 
abandoned,— and if the people but reuder 
that assistance he confidently eapeels to 
receive, he has determined tho Uoionand 
constitution shall be maintained intact. — 
The day of compromise and rcconcilialion 
— other than entire submission, is passed, 
— and the rebels must suffer the conse- 
quences followtug active unrelenting hos- 
tilities. Tho North endorses every senti- 
ment, and appear ready lo furnish all the 
assistance the President needs. Iu all the 
late battles and skirmishes, Iho Southern 
Confederates have been defeated, with so- 
cioua loss of both men and munitions.

Tbo Wailaco MonaiKont. 

The A'eofsmtin devotes nine columns to 
an account of iho laying of iho founda- 
tion 6loiic of tho 11 10 nun lent to bo erected 
in remembrance of Sir William Wallace, 
un the summit of the Abbey Craig, near 
Sterling. The ceremony look place on 
Monday the 2Kb ull., the anniversary of 
the battle of Huniicckburn— and tho stone 
was laid by tho Duko of Alhole, Grand 
Master of .Scotland. Towards tho raising 
of this monument tfubscriplious havo been 
sought and obtained iu almost every quar- 
ter of the globe, and now at the close of 
a five years' agitation, the funds amount, 
after deducting expenses, to about X5.500. 

Tho cosl of the monument is estimated 
at £7,000 j there is thus a deficiency of 
XI ,600. Tho occasion of tho laying of 
Iho foundation Mono brought together re- 
presentatives of all parts of .Scotland, and 
tho ceremony was altogether of most im- 
posing character. : Upwards of 2,000 vol- 
unteers took pari in tho procession. The 
features in tho procession, perhaps, which 
attracted tho greatest curiosity, wero tho 
various national relic*. 

Tho fJrst and grcatcat of these was the 
" two-hauded aword of. Wallace," whioti 
was carried boforo tbo Magistrates and 
Town Council of Dumbarton, by tho Mas- 
ter gunner of Dumbarton Casllo, having 
been granted to tho Magistrates for the 
occasion by tho Dukti of Cambridge, with 
consent of tho Secretary ©f Stato for War. 
It is believed that this interesting rclio 
haa bcou kept in Dumbarton Castlo from 
a very early .period, probably from shortly
